WiND AND WATER, 


Devastation by Cyclone and Flood 


at Various Points.

The Missouri Kivsr "Away Up" at 


St. Louis-Jmmdations in 


Kansas. 


Seven Lives Known to Wave Keen 


JLoMt-Tlio Cyclone Visits Ohio 


And Pennsylvania. 


CHICAGO, June 10.—Tho rocent heavy rains 


have caused disastrous floods throughout 
Kansas. At Baker's ford Thomas Allen and 
family attempted to leave their home, whicb 
was threatened by tho water. Thoir wagon 
was caught iu the curreui of Turkey creek 
aud upset. Seven of tho party wore drowned, 
Mrs, Borari alono escaped. She lodged in u 
tree, but was rescued fourteen hours after- 
ward. Her baby was washed from her arms 
and drowned. Only one of the bodies has yet 
boon found. In tho vicinity of Seneca all the 
bridges have boon greatly damaged or alto- 
gether swept away. 


Tho river gauge of tho signal service at St. 


Louis last night marked 31 feot 10 inches, 2^ 
inches above tho danger liue. Nearly the 
erjtiru suil'aco of tho loveo along tho rivor 
front is submerged, and steamers find it 
difficult to load and discharge their car- 
goes. 
All 
tho cellars 
of 
tho business 


houses along tho loveo ore nearly filled 
with water, and a rise of another foot 
will iiiuudato tho first floors of most stores. 
Ko damage Is reported, as all goods have been 
removed to safe places. 
Considerable low 


loud in tho northern part ot tho city is cov- 
ered with back water, aud tho lumber yards 
along the river aro threatened, but so far no 
property has been seriously named.- It is 01- 
pccted tho i-iso will reach thirty-live foot at 
this poiut, which will be higher than for sev- 
eral years, but property along and adjacent 
to tho river is so well protected that not much 
damage is anticipated. 


Much low land in East St. Louis is flooded 


by back water, and sorno families have boon 
obliged to move from their houses, but no 
serious damage has yet been done. Thu bot- 
tom lands at different i>oiuts along tho lower 
Missouri river aro submerged, ur.d crops in- 
jured to a greater or loss extent; but no re- 
ports havo yet boon received of any great 
injury.

high, and many small interior streams aro 
out of their bauks aud doing much damage 
to crops aud farm property, railroad and 
highway bridges.

Last night tho river a£ Kansas City wns 


tu-onty-two feot, and risiag slowly. The vil- 
lage of Harlem, opposite was deserted. 
As 


far as kr.owu there is but little damago so far 
from tho water. There wore two deaths by 
drowning yesterday—a colored girl and boy. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock last evening, Pitts 


burg and vicinity was visited by oue of ho 
heaviest rain aud hail storms ever known. 
Iu Pittsburg hail came down as largo as eggs, 
and rain fell iu toreuts, liiling tho streets and 
celUa-s. There was no damage uioro .severe 
than the breaking of sky-lights. Outside the 
city tho storm partook of the nature of a 
cyclone. Everything was swept as if with a 
broom. 


About C o'clock last evening a cyclone 


struck SteubcnviUe, Ohio, doing damage to 
property in tho northern part of the city to 
tho amount of $15,000. Tho track of tho ey- 
cluue was from a due westerly course. Pass- 
ing Over North Seventh street, it swept over 
the residence of Mrs. Harry Reynolds, break- 
ing the glass and shutters, tearing off tho 
roof and completely destroying an orchard. 
It then crossed 
the 
Panhandle 
track, 


doing considerable damage to tho residences 
of Ambrose Parker, R. M. Brown, Mrs. 
James' Cooper, Dr. Priest, August Hartjc, 
John JlcClarico, Jacob Frickes, Frank Hose 
and George Matcher. Trees in the path of 
the cyclone, as it passed through tho city, 
were uprooted, and tho scene presented was 
one of great destruction. So far as learned 
no one was injured. 


A heavy storm visited Millersburg, Ohio, 


vestovday afternoon, tore out a corner of tho 
court-house, leaving tho edifice unsafe, tore 
up numerous trees, unroofed several houses, 
and tho. accompanying hail did great damage 
to crops through Washington and other 
southern counties uf Ohio; houses aud barus 
wore unroofed, trees uprooted, and cattle 
killed. The damage to railroads from wash- 
ous and landslides is great, but so far no loss 
of life is reported. The storm did not last 
an hour, and was from the southwest. 


The heavy rains of the past week in cen- 


tral Illinois have caused tho corn to turn yel- 
low, and the farmers arodiscourrged over tho 
prospects. ' 


A terrific hurricane with rain passed over 


Chatham, Ont., yesterday. Tho wind struck 
ti bridge across the Thames river, utterly de- 
stroying it. Fivo men who wore on tho 
structure jumped into tho river. Two were 
injured, but not seriously. 


A fierce rain-storm, amounting almost to a 


water-spout, 
visited Van Bureu county, 


Mich., Sunday. Koads were washed out. cul- 
verts and bridges swept away, and plowed 
flelds damaged.
